Homestead, Pa., Aug. 9.— The non- 
onion m«n are d e i wting the Ownagie 
■teel works by wholesale. They are eom* 
ing OTit singly, in pairs and in gronpa. 

Since Saturday evening; ccii'^idi'niMy 
over a hundred iiiPii have dt'serifd and 
liavf lipen received with open arinH by 
the locked-out men, who are in eceta- 
olceM delight at the new torn in affairs. 

In coBaeqQenoe,;th«j are now more con 
fldent than ever that it will he only a 
thert time nntil the oompany will give 
in and thejr will be taken bade by their 
ftonner employera and thdr oigaiuiation 
reoogniied. 

One of the many men who deserted 
and pnt in an appesiranoe at Amalga- 
mated aaaodation headqoarters, gave 
the name of James Hanrejr . residence on 
Oxford street, Philadelimia. Be was 
employed by Thomas Bunbrick, 84 Sev- 
enth 8,treet, Philadelphia, and in com- 
pany with a party of machinists and 
skilled workmen, who were all informed 
that the Homestead strike was a thing 
of the past, they left for Pittebnrg over 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. At 
Baltimore they were joined by another 
party, making in all lb7 skilled men. 

Wken Harrey reached the Homestead 
mill offloe he was told he wonld be paid 
|2.(l0 per day and be boarded free of 
cost. Sunday morning a lot of the men 

Sot together and determined to leave 
be first opportunity they could get. 
Harvey savH a majority of the skilled 
men now in the mill will leave just as 
eoon as thev can earn ,enoiiKh money to 
take them nome. The Huii)<ariaiiH and 
Italians, he says, will stay as ion^c as the 
company feeds thfin. He says that 
every man in hiH iiarty was deceived a.s 
to the situation at lloniestead or tliey 
would not have f^oiie into the mill. 

Harvey says he is a graduate of the 
University of Pennsylvania and is not 
arcn^tomed to bnnkiiif^ or eating with 
Itahaijs and negroes. He says that 
w)ien lie aj)]>lit'd for his money yi'ster- 
day morning the clerks told jiini that 
the strikers would pounce upon him and 
give him a 1>eating a.s soon as he was 
outside tlie Kate. Harvey says tliat if 
the men in t)\e luiil could be given to 
understand that they would nut s\irter 
at the hand.s of the >trikfrs tlie mill 
would very soon close down for want of 
men. He says the mill is a haven of 
rest for the most disrejiutaMe looking 
and blear-eyed bums he ever saw. 

The deserters from the little anny of 
imprisone<l workmen were provided 
with transportation to tlieir homes, tho 
majority of them being sent to Balti- 
more and Phila<leli)hia. By 8 o'cluck 
last riif;lit all who left the works during 
the day hail l)eeii started on their home- 
ward journey. 

Chairman Crawtord, of the advisory 
committee, said that over 150 men had 
come from the mill to Amalgamated 
headquarters dnring the day. "We have 
the names of 140 of tliem," said Mr. 
Crawford, "and vie have it that fully 
that maifjt- took their clei)arture by boat. 
It is no exag-geration tn say that over 
400 have left the cuniiiany's employ 
since Saturday. Thoy represented the 
more intelligent class of workmen se- 
cured by the conijiaiiy. Such a .-1am- 
pede of the men who c;ime here to tako 
our places naturally encouragj's us, and 
we feel that we liail the tight about as 
good as won. 

"Superintendent Potter's stateuieut 
that thirty old enijjloyes returned to 
work yesterday is untrue. Wo have 
made a caretul canvass this evening, 
and can not discover a single desertioii 
from our ranks during the jiast three 
davs. I learned yestcrdiiy evening that 
some of the lurnaces ( liurgi il by the 
new men the latter part of last week 
caved in yesterday, owing to improj-er 
handling, and that Keveral berioua 
breaks had ooonrred^ in the ntacbine 
shops. 

"The fact that the Dnqnesne strikers 
returned to work yesterday will not 
have the least bearing on the situation 
here, fqr if the men now in Homestead 
continne coming out the oompany will 
soon find its game blocked and will be 
only to glad to get the old men back." 

Lieutenant Colonel James B. Streator 
was unanimously re-elected to his posi- 
tion in the Tenth regiment yesterday 
evening, his term having expired. This 
ia a complete vindication of his course 
in the Private I ami affair Iqr the latter's 
comrades. When tbanews reached this 
side of the rirfr, the three regiments 
gave three hearty ohaerafor Joy. lams, 
who ia here, wa a greatly chagruxd. 

THE DUQUeSNE RIQTCR8. 

Th«y At* Given m Hearloc aud Tbeir 
Ball Flmed at Sl.OOO Each. 

PiTTBBURO, Aug. 9.— The Duquesne 
rioters had a hearing before Alderman 
Reilly yesterday afternoon at 8 o'clock. 
Quite a crowd of Doqnanie workmen 
were preeent to hear the oaw. Mr. E. 
Y. Breck appeared for the common- 
wealth and Messrs. W. 8. Brennan and 
J. R. MoQoaide fof the defense. O. P. 
Griffith, a coal and iron policeman at 
thi Dnqnesne works, and the informant 
in these caaee, was the first witneaa and 
testified that he had seen the crowd 
about the gate and heard th^m threaten 
the men who tried to enter the mill. 
Many of the men had clubs. 

William IfiUagle, the master me- 
chanic of the Dnqaeane mills, sworn, 
said he had come to the mill at 0:30 and 
waeetoppedi by five men who draffged 



nim away from the mills ana told Bim 
that if he went in he wonld wish he had 
not. Hugh Boyce, a oarpenter at the 
works, was stopped by • man, but went 
in despite the threats thit ivtra made 
aj^aiaat him. 

John Walters, a watchman, taatlfled 
that the crowd did not bother na, but 
he saw them* surround other omb and 
prevent them from entering the mill. 
He saw many of the men with dnbe and 
said that Bennett, Baker and Urde were 
among the nnmber. 

John Foley, another watchman, testi- 
fied that the crowd stopped men, among 
them Mr. Hallgren, and that they .oon- 
tinned to do so imtil the militia came at 
12 o'clock. He recofDlxed Snyder and 
McLean. 

Ales Morrison, a water tender at the 
worki, twUflad that he saw the o>««wi 

when be got df the car but did net 
know any of them. When he tried to 

get ia he was given three minutes to go 
ome, and upon refusing was grabbed 
by some men. He was s; ruck by fists 
and clubs and considerably dazed. After 
that he remembered little. He heard 
the men using abusive language. 

Mr. McQuaide tried to get witness to 
,ay that the men in the crowd were not 
iqueae wetlaaMa, bat wai wMncoesi 
fnl. 

David Hanna, a deputy sheriff, the 
next witness called, saw the crowd stop 
men, among them Mr. Hugh Boyce. 
He said they called the men who tried 
to get in black sheep, and cursed the 
deputies aa court house bums. Some- 
body proposed cleaning out the mill, 



but he succeeded in getting the men not 
to do so. He raoogmied JMfMi, Bailer 

and Snyder. 

Emil Halgren, the chief draughtsjnan 
at the Du(iuesne mill, testitie(i that he 
was stopped and forced to go 
back home. The men had clubs and 
told him lie would get hurt if he tried to 
get in. ana ttiat those who bad gone in 
would get a good trouncing when they 
ramn nnt. "Tim Olden, a clerk at the 
works, wa.>i also not permitted to go to 
work. He was gral>bedand forced back. 
Did not know any of the men. 

With this the prosei \ition cl(ise<l its 
( asc. Attorney Biennan, for the de- 
fense, suggested that Snyder and Mc- 
Lean shouuLbe let to as tht y had not 
been in the crowd, but oidy on the steps 
of the hotel near by, and that the re- 
mainder be admitted to bail in a less 
sum for a court trial. 

Mr. Hreck understood that Synder 
and McLeari were arresteil oii the testi- 
mony of Deputy ^'oung, who was not 
then present, and that therefore the 
court should not free them. He agreed 
to the remainder being let go on bail. 

S<piire Reilly hnally held Ursie, 
Essler, Bukie, Bennett, Kennedy, Hogan, 
Nolan, Haas and Coates f(ir court, anil 
ti.xed bail at Snvd. r and .Mc- 

Lean were release<l on piirolc to appear 
for a further hearing. .Ml of the men 
got bail except Ursie, who went to jail. 

WAGE SCALE CONFEllENCE.

PiTTSBrRO, Aug. 9..— When the con- 
ference committee of the Iron Manu- 
facturers and the Amalgamated itss(tci.a- 
tion meet this afternoon, it is probable 
that the latter will have considerable 
l)ower to aettla the preeent wage dis- 
pute. 

It is learned on goo«l authority that 
the workers' representatives will have 
the privilege of accepting a 10 per cent, 
reduction on the finisners'^ scale, bnt on 
puddling they are to consider no propo- 
sition for a reducticm. 

The tinidHnindndethe rollers, heat- 
ers and the ronghers and catchers who 
are among the best paid in the Amalga- 
mated assuciatiun. Notwithstanding the 
fact that the workers' committee will 
have power to accept a reduction, it is 
anlicipaied that they will make a stiff 
tight. Day by day, as the association 
holds out, an occa.sional tinn signs its 
scale. Should the Mahoning and She- 
nango valley manufacturers sign short 
ly, as the Amalgamated people confi 
dently expect, the action would have 
great bearing on the fight in Pittsburg. 

Should it be found imperative to 
accept the cut of 10 per cent, on finish- 
ing, or a greater reduction, it might 
cause trouble in the ranks of the Aioal- 
gamated association. There wonld be 
some danger of a disruption as some of 
the finishers, including the ronghers and 
catchers, have been talking for several 
years of quitting the association. The 
ronghers and catchers contend that they 
do not get a big enough percentage of 
thewigee. A general reanotion in the 
finfthing department wonld aff ect tham.

SPREADING INTO OTHER PLACES. 



Tha Dread DItaasa Causes a Aios la a 

Periiiin Citj— Troops Callad Oat to 
Supprc»i the Dliturbanoe— Other OU- 
patehae ttom Over tba Oeean. 

St. Petersbttro, Aug. 9.— The official 
list of the deaths from cholera were pub- 
lished yesterday. Tho number of . vic- 
tims up to Aug. 1, is given as 28,910. 
The lists, however, are admitted to be 
incomplete, and the most conservative 
estimate places the number i^ 10,000. 

The chblera returns for all Russia for 
Aug. 8 and 4 shows a total of 6,741 
newcsses and 8,496 deaths. A circular is- 
sued by the minister of the interior calls 
nponall Russians, male and female, who 
have studied medicine abroad to place 
themselves at the disposal of thaaatbor- 
ities to com>.^ aholera. 

Appallu^NDorts have beanreotived 
of ravag«i ./fW cholera in the govern- 
ments of tiaratoff and Samara. It is 
offldaUy reported that the deatba nnm- 
ber not leas than 8,000 daily. The ig- 
norant multitude in many placea resist 
all sanitary precantions and attack the 
doctors and others engaged in attampt- 
ingto alleviate the dieeiie. 

The anthoritiea of Nijnl-Novogo- 
rod, distribnto boiled water to the peo- 
ple on account of the prevalence of the 
cholera and mix 10 per cent, of wine 
with the water in order to induce them 
to diink it. In Moecow nine new cases 
of cholera and four deaths ware reported 
on Saturday and ten naw casee and 
seven deaths on Sunday. Tba Ghrand 
Duke Sergius, governor of Moecow. has 
ordered severe penalties to be inflicted 
for the violation of sanitary reg^ations. 

A dispatch from Astrabad, a dtv of 
Persia, whose pestilential atmosphere 
has gained for it the ominous name of 
"City of the Plague, " says that the mol- 
lahs, or priests, whose influence with the 
populace is very powerful, have preached 
that the outbreak of cholera is due to 
the sale of alcoholic liquors. Their 
language excited the populace to frenzy. 
Mobs gathered in the vicinity of the 
mosques and determined to take sum- 
mary steps to abolish the liquor trattic. 
Raids were forthwith made upon the 
dram shops, which were plundered. 

The mob destroyed the goods of a 
nnmber of Armenian traders, who aro 
Russian subjects. The Russian consul, 
fearing that trouble wotild grow and 
that he might be attacked, telegraphed 
to St. Petersburg for iissisfaiice. The 

Sovernnient at once gave orders cat t!io 
isnatch of twenty-five mounted oot^ 
sacks, which have arrived at A.-trahad. 
where they are guarding the < onsulafe. 
The city is situate<l on a small stream 
that flows ia Astrabad bay, which opens 
into the Ca.^i)ian sea. and a Rus.iian gun- 
boat has ascended this stream and is 
now anchored off Astrabad. 

The Kussi.in legation at 'IVheran. the 
capital of Persia, was infoimed of the 
work of the mob and De Huzeow. the 
Russian minister, has deniamled com- 
pensation for the riotous acts ot the 
populace. The Shah of I^er.>ia. who is 
making a tour of the provinces, has 
been inforiiiedof the outbreak of cholera 
in Teheran, and he will Immediately re- 
turn to that dty^ 

Repalied bjr Rebels. 

London, Aug. 0.— A dispatch to The 
Times from Tangier, dated Sunday, 
says: Fifteen hundred of the sultan's 
troops, with two field pieces and 500 
tribesmen,' advanced this afternoon to 
the Anghera hills, where they were re- 
pulsed oy the rebels. They then re- 
treated to within three miles of Tangier. 
A detachment of cavalry which at- 
tempted to charge the rebels was also 
repulsed. The whole force retreated to 
camp in the evening, having loat lifteen 
killed and wounded. 



Hrs. B««a lAld to Rest. 

London, Aug. Mrs. Rose, one of 
the first women to speak in the United 
States in favor of the abolition of slav- 
ery, was buried in Highgate cemetery 
yesterday. In the United States she 
was associated with Lncretia Mott, Ab- 
bie Kellv, John G. Whiitier and Wen- 
dell PhlUips in the anti-slavery agita- 
tion. Several times during her abolition 
speeches she narrowly escaped being 
tarred and feathered. She waa dgb^- 
three years of age.

CLARKSVIU.S, Ind., Aug. 9.~An ex- 
tremely sensational affair, osAminating 
in muMer, occurred at a point six miles 
below New Albany Sunday afternoon. 
It was a factional fight, with nearlv all 
the participants l«longini^ in New 
Albany. Fdward and William Biel, of 
New Albany, and Louis Biel, a cousin, 
of Louisville, went to a fish-fry. .lames 
Soergel, of New Albany, with his wife 
and other parties, attended a fish-fry on 
the oppoeita rida of the rivar at tba same 
time. 

Two years ago trouble waaangendered 

between the BicI.m and Soerjrels, growing 
out of a cattle trade, and the parties 
fre<juently appeared in court as com- 
plainants or defendants. Both parties 
knew of each other's presence, and dur- 
ing the day Soergel crossed to the Ken- 
tucky shore, acconijianied by Peleg 
Whitten. Charles Biizil and two other 
men, and were joined by Charles Cava- 
nangh. It was not long imtil they col- 
lided with the Biels, and, as if moved by 
a common impulse, the Biels entered a 
skitf and rowed to the middle of the 
river, where thay waited for tbetr oppo- 
nents. 

Soergel followed in close pursuit, ac- 
companied by Ed Lee, (.'haries Wigley, 
and by Bazil. Whitten and ( avanangn. 
The two skiffs came toi,'otlier in the 
river, an '1 thf parties fought with oars 
and tists until IMward Biol was knocked 
ovcrhoaid ami ilrowned. Biel might 
have escaped hut lie was strurk over tin- 
head aftw falling into the water. The 
fight continuetl nntil both sides were ut- 
terly e.xhausted and helpless from blows 
received, and was witnessed by several 
scores of peopU, wbo wara nnahla to in- 
terfere. 

A revolver was brought into play by 
Whitten. but. after firing one shot, he 
threw the we.'ipon overboard. The body 
of Biel was not recovered. .Soergel Wfu= 
arrested Upon coming ashori'. and Cava- 
naugh was also run down. Both Ken- 
tucky and Indiana clniiii jnris'li' ti"»i. 
and there is likely to l>e a legal dispute 
as to which state can rightfully try the 
cases. Spectator-^ descriht' the fii^ht as 
one of the bloo<li> >t on record, all of the 
participants being more or less injured. 

MYSTE RIOUS D EATH. 

A Well Knowa Dateetlve Believed to 
■ava Boan Polioned. 

New Albany, Ind., Aug. 9.— News 
reached here from English of the mys- 
terious death of .Tames L. .lones last 
Sunday, without any previtjus illness. 
Mr. .Tones was a detective of much local 
repute, and has been the cause of the 
iirosecution of local toughs, who feared 
him more than they did all the county 

otb( ials. 

The general supposition is that he has 
been poisoned by some of his victims 
who now have ca.ses in court, where he 
was a jirincipal and damaging witness. 

The pit a has been advanced V)y some 
that death was the result of heart dis- 
ease, but the (iecfa-^eii never complained 
of such atliictiou, and always regarde<l 
himself capable of fulfilling the most 
arduous and dangerous fii-^ks which he 
had a reputation for performing 

The most ])lausible theorv is that Mr. 
Jones has been jKiisoned. The 1. O. (). 
F., of which he was a highly honored 
member, ordered a post-nmrteui e.v- 
amin.-ition to ascertain the cause of 
death. 

The stomach and heart are now said 
to he in possession of a Louisville i-liem 
ist, who will report upon the analysis 
Meantime certain SUSpaCta are Ming 
caiefuUy watched. 

NO EFFE CT WITH T»<EM. 

Rattlers Ignorlaa the Presldaat's Proo- 
lanatlon. 

Cheyenne, Wy., Aug. 9.— Dispatches 
received from the north are to the effect 
that copies of the proclamation of the 
president calUng on armed men to dis- 
perse, have been shot into wherever 
posted. This is for the most part the 
work of "rustler" sympathizers. 

Nearly all of tin: men to whom the 
proclamation was directed, including 
especially the niurdeiciv ..f Deputy 
United States Maislial Wellnian, are no 
longer seen in the settlement. Tliey are 
supposed to be in hiding or to havt- left 
the country. The dozen sjiecial officers 
sent from here to arrest the leading out 
laws remain in Bufialo. They are ad- 
vised that in searching the country they 
would Ih* ambushed.

Shoals, ^nd., Aug. 9.— Enoch Lad- 
row, a wealthy farmer, residing twelve 
miles south of this city, was nnug a can 
of powder blasting rock in a WW. The 
can was in a bam near by. His eleven- 
yaar-old son had begged for a charge of 
tba powder to plow up a stump, but was 
refuad. Determined to test the quality 
of the powder, he took some of it from 
the can and sprinkling it on top, touched 
it off with a match. A terrific explosion 
followed. The boy was fatally injured 
and the bam burned to the ground. 
The bam waa filled with hay and grain, 
the yield of this summer's harvest, all of 
which was burned. The loss will reach 
nearly $8.9 00.

The chief factors have been our 
abundant supply of the most fertile 
land in the world, which we have freely 
given aw:iy under our homestead laws, 
together witli llie iiilmenae tide of im- 
migration, witli all its capital of money 
and muscle." 

Now, whose words are these? They 
have the real Democratic "twang," but 
they were spoken by Knute Nelson, re- 
cently nominated for Governor by the 
Re|iiil)li( ans of M iiiiic-ota. They are 
taken from a speech lie made in favor of 
.the Mills bill. What are the Republicans 
comint; to wlicn t!,cy iioiiiiiiate " a rank 
free-trader" for Uovernor of one of their 
hitherto reliable strongholds. The leaven 
of tariff reform must be working. 



I.s PROTECTION ROUBERY ? 
To lay with one hand the power of the 
Oovernment on the property of the citi- 
zen, and with theothcr to hestow it upon 
favored individuals to aid private enter- 
prises and ibuild up private fortunes, is 
none tlie less a robbery because it is done 
under the forms of law and is called tax- 
ation. This is not legislation. It is a 
decree under legislative fomu. Nor is it 
taxation. 

A "tax," says Webster's Dictionary, 
" is a rate or sum of money assessed on 
the person or property of a citizen by the 
Government for the use of the Nation or 
State." Taxes are burdens or charges 
imposed by the Legislature upon per- 
sons or property to raise money for pub- 
lic purposes. 

We have established, we think, beyond 
cavil, tliat tlierc <an l>o no lawful tax 
which is not laid for a public purpose. 

If it be said that a benefit results to the 
local public of a town by establishing 
manufactures, the same may be said of 
any other business or pursuit which em- 
ploys capital or lal)or. The merchant, 
the mechanic, the innkeeper, the banker, 
the builder, tlie steamboat owner, arc 
equally promoters of the public good, 
and equally de8er\'ing tl|e aid of the citi- 
xens by forced contributions. No line 
can be drawn in favor of the manufacturer 
which would not open the cofFers of the 
public treasiii.v to the importunities of 
tv^thirds of the business men of the city 
or to^.— Opinion of the tJ. 8. Supreme 
Court, 20 Wallace, 657.

A LEGAL LNCIDENT. 



A TRAGIC ENDING OF AN UNJUST 
CRIMINAL CONVICTION. 



What Stranc Cirenmstaatial Bvldonee 
DM la the Oeae ef a Trartoa Merk. 
He Died Wkea He t<«ani«4 That B« 

Wa« Innoecnt Beforo the Law* 

The following thrilling story comes 
from the lips of a well known member 
of the Pennsylvania bar: 

A very bad and dishonest failure had 
occurred, in which a c ertain trusted 
clerk seemed to have been guilty of the 
larger share of the crime. He, with his 
employer, was arrested and charged 
with the crime. The clerk stoutly pro- 
tested his innocence and denied all 
knowledge of the fraud or any connec- 
tion with Inn einiilcyer. 

However, there was a chain of cir- 
cumstantial evidence woven around him 
which was exceptionally strong and 
which his counsel could not break down, 
although he was firmly convinced him- 
self of his innocence. The clerk was 
convicted and sent to Jail fos a term of 
years. 

After beinij confined in prison for 
about a year the poor fellow's mind be- 
gan to weaken, and Anally he broke 
down completely. He was taken ttom 
prison and transferred to a hospital for 
the insane. All the time the clerk con- 
tinneil to jirotest his innocence. After 
he had been coiifiiu'd in tin? hospital 
three or four years, certain facts in the 
failure were elicited which clearly proved 
that the unfortunate clerk was entirely 
innocent of having committed any crime. 

( )f crmrse steps were inimodiately 
taken to secnire the jiardon of the man; 
tlie facts were laid before the partlon 
board at their next meeting and an order 
was given for his immediate release. 

It now became the delicate duty of 
the counsel in the case to break the 
happy intelligence to the pardoned clerk. 
But the question tnat confronted thenj 
was wliiit could lie done to restore his 
reason, aiicl would he believe the news? 
If his mill 1 could not be re.stored he 
could not be taken away. What could 
be done? After a consultation between 
the counsel bn both sides of the case it 
was agreed to call uiion the poor clerk 
and make an attempt to rouse liim from 
the apathy and lethargy into which he 
had fallen. This they decided to do by 
accusing him again of the theft of the 
funds. Whenever this subject was 
broached he always roused himself and 
became greatly animated^ always vigor- 
ously denying it. 

While his mind was aroused by this 
Rtimnlns it had been decided that one of 
the ccjunsel was to announce that the 
matter had been fully investigated and 
his iimocence fully established. The 
parties to this strange drama assemble<1 
ill the room of the stricrken man. He 
sat silent aii'l immovable, with his heail 
in liis liaiuls. 

As the old and ever rankling charge 
of dishonesty fell n\w\\ his ears the ef- 
fect was exactly that which had been 
foreseen and expected. He slowly raised 
his head. Looking his psendo accuser 
straight in the eye he repeated, in a 
loud tone of v< .u-e. with a rising inflec- 
tion and with great energy, "It is a lie." 

The critical moment had come. The 
lawyer who had prosecuted him and se- 
cured his incarceration then stepped up 
to him and said: "Yon are rig^t. It is a 
lie, and you stand before the conununity 
a vindicated man. 1 ha ve tha bvder for 
your It liM^e in my jiocket." 

'I'lu ii the lawyers estood off to watch 

the elfect, hoping that the joy at the 
prospect of release and vindication would 
have the effect of putting the clerk again 
in his right mind/ But no sign of joy 
overspread the man's f ■atun s. His face 
bore its usual stolid e^tpressiun. It 
seemed to have no apparent effect upon 
Idm. 

The clerk turned his face toward the 
speaker, as if he did not understand him. 
Then his head fell forward, and the man 

was precipit.itid upon the floor at the 
feet of the lawyers. A single glance 
sniBced. He was dead.— Ureen Bag.
